PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. S 1.137rb) TO REVIVE 
AN UNINTENTIONALLY ABANDONED PATENT 



Applicants filed a foreign application claiming priority from the above-identified 
application more than forty five (45) days ago without rescinding a nonpublication request. 
Applicants respectfully petition the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) to revive the 
above-identified patent which was inadvertently and unintentionally abandoned for failure to 
rescind the nonpublication request.

On November 20, 2007, Applicants filed a Power of Attorney revoking all previous 
powers of attorney given in the application and appointed the practitioners associated with 
Customer Number 22242. Both Applicants and Applicants' newly appointed counsel were 
unaware of the nonpublication request. 

Applicants represent that the entire delay in filing the revocation of the nonpublication 
request from the due date for the revocation, September 20, 2004 (45 days after the filing of the 
Canadian application), until the filing of this grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) was 
unintentional. 

Applicants respectfully request that the instant petition be granted, that the 
nonpublication request on file for the above-identified application be revoked, and the above- 
identified patent be revived.
